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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 1 December 1945 


A decided rise in the admission rate for All Causes was noted thie week. This rate 771.0 compares 
unfavorably with the rate 537.0 for the corresponding week of 1944, The curve etands at the avproximate 
level of the curve for the week of Februsry 3, 1945. The highest rate (1259.0) was reported by the 9th 
District; the lowest rate (469.0) was reported by the 7th District. 


The rate for Respiratory Diseases shows @ noticeable increase this week, This rate 311.6 stands well 
above the rate 155.0 for the corresponding week of 1944, The trend was upward in all Districts, The 
highest rate (730.7) was revorted by the 9th District; the lowest rate (110.4) was reported by the 7th 
District. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE. There was a considerable increase in the disease incidence 
reported this week. The curve stands well above the curve for the corresponding week of 1944. The highest 


rate (495.0) was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (78.5) was reported by the 7th District. 


PNEUMONIA~-BRONCHO AND LOBAR, The rate for these diseases rose thie week. This rate 2.4 compares 
favorably with the rates hoz and 7.3 for the years 1942 and 1943 resvectively, while an unfavorable con- 
parisen is noted for the rate 2.0 for the eame period for the year 1#4. The highest rate (6.3) was re- 
ported by the 9th District. The 6th District reported no cases. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL, The rate 4.3 for this disease was the highest to be reportea this year. The 
eurve etands slightly above the curve for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (9.4) wes 
reported by the llth District; the lowest rate (1.0) wes reported by the 9th District. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. There wes a slight increase in the admiseion rate for these 
diseases. This rate 74.9 comperes unfavorably with the rate 47.0 for the corresponding week of 1944, 
Again this week the highest rates to be reported were from the 5th and 9th Districts; the lowest rate 
(24.5) was reported by the 7th District. 


SCARLET FEVER. The admission rate for this disease rose this week. This rate 9.1 compares unfavorably 
with the rate 5.0 for the corresnonding period of 1944, The trend was upward in six of the twelve statione 
reporting cases. The higheet rate (57.4) was reported by the 9th District. The bth and 7th Districts 
and the Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no cases. 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC, After being reported at 0.1 for two consecutive weeks, the rate 
for this week rose to 0.2. This rate compares favorably with the rates 0.3 for the years 1942 and 1943, 
while there is an unfavorable comarison with the rate 0.1 for the corresponding week of 1944, Only 
four districts reported cases with the 13th District reporting the highest rate of (0.8). 


MEASLES. The rate for thie disease is reported again this week at 2.8. The curve stands above the 
curve for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (8.4) was reported by the llth Distric®, 
The lst, 6tn, and 7th Districts and the Potomac and Severn River Commands reported no cases,
